It first defines that property real and bbeiiniad 
shall be taxed by valuation ; it then adds that 


are taxes on ocoupations. When the State is 


authorised to tax a peddier or auctioneer, it 
does not assess the value of the man; it must 
establish a system of license, graduated upon 
some equitable mode by which each person fol- 
lowing this occupation shoald pay to the State 
an sonual fee or tax for the privilege granted 
him by the license. The same with commission- 
men, liquor-dealers, hotel-keepers, and the same 
rule can be applied to all persons holding s fran- 
chise, The Constitution provides that this special 
tax on occupation shall be general in its spplica- 
tion to each class. In the matter of railroads, 
the franchise can be taxed, not by assessing the 
capital stock st its par ot its premium value, but 
by « special tax on the business done. If an 
auctioneer, sdiling $100,000 of property in @ 
year, be taxed $25, snvther, selling ten times 
that amount of property, may be required to 
pay « higher liceuse. In the. case of the Read- 
ing Railroad, the State of taxed 
the franchise by an exaction of « certain per- 
centage on its gross earnings. This tat was
